The history of Christmas hymns

by Sam Ham, Escanaba musician,

Ham, who was introduced ty 
Juel Lee of the Rotary Club’s pro­ 
gram committee, said the story of 
how some of the hymns and carole 
originated is lost in antiquity. 
One of these is “O Come, All Ye 
Faithful” (Adeste Fideles) a Latin 
hymn whose exact source is un- 
cretain. It very likely originated 
about 1700 in France, where is was 
used 
a processional hymn by 
the religious orders on the way to 
the sanctuaries, 
preceding 
the 
Christmas Midnight Mass. 
“The First Noel” also originat­ 
ed in Franqje and is a true folk 
song, having traditional words and 
music, Ham said. Although Eng­ 
land also claims the carol as its 
own, most authorities believe it 
originated in France during the 
16th century. 
Most popular carol of American 
origin is “O Little Town Of Beth­ 
lehem”, 
written 
by 
Phillips 
Brooks, popular rector 
of 
Holy 
Trinity church in Philadelphia. 
The equally inspiring music was 
composed by Lewis Redner, church 
organist and Sunday School sup­ 
erintendent at Holy Trinity. 
“Silent Night” was written by 
Joseph Mohr, vicar of St. Nicholas

Reds Succeed In Showing 
Warlike Colors 
llfHATEVER plan now emerges from the 
” United Nations in the broad effort to 
gain a settlement of the Korean war, the 
Russians already have shown to all 
free 
world capitals their preference 
for 
war 
over peace. The leaves of the Soviet olive 
branch have withered, exposing a tangle 
of barbed wire underneath. 
The UN has approved a truce proposal, 
rooted in the Indian plan for repatriation 
of Communist prisoners, which was the is­ 
sue on which the Panmunjom talks finally 
snagged. But the Soviet Union seems 
to 
have doomed this plan in advance, and by 
that fact to have revealed Moscow’s pur­ 
pose of continued war. 
Foreign Minister Vishinsky accomplish­ 
ed this feat, following a puzzling strategy 
and a mystifying timetable that could de­ 
light only the enemies of his government. 
For, in denouncing the Indian proposal 
rn the UN, he went far to heal a develop­ 
ing breach between the United States and 
Britain—the very sort of rift the Kremlin 
ic reportedly anxious to foster. 
And 
he 
dealt a atiff blow at the neutralism which 
pervades many countries and 
dominates 
auch governments as Nehru’s in India. 
Through 
many 
harsh, 
disillusioning 
events, the Indians and many another Asi­ 
atic and European have clung, by 
some 
•urious blend of emotion and blindness to 
lect, to the belief that Russia and China 
or both, would be reasonable about Korea 
* given a chance tov an honorable settle­ 
ment. 
Of course, the Reds had ample opprt un* 
Ny at Kaesong and Panmunjom to demon­ 
strate their desire for a fair peace, and re­ 
jected it. 
But that performance was not convinc­ 
ing to the neutralists. 
Faced 
with 
the 
frustrating failures of 
Panmunjom, 
the 
neutralists and others in the UN inevitably 
have sought a peace formula in a larger 
framework. 
The Indian plan, drawing support from 
Britain, Canada and certain other nations, 
Quickly became the focus of attention. No 
one could have been more chagrined at 
Russia's swift turn-down than Nehru. 
Yet the effort surrounding this plan may 
not have been wasted if. having brought 
the Russians to disclose their warlike col­ 
ors, it dispels the fog of neturalism that 
has clouded the minds of many men whose 
leadership is needed to stiffen the line of 
liberty against a marauding communism.

cpH E barriers to 
mutual 
understanding 
between America and

often seem hopelessly high. With

Why this should be so is a subject big 
enough for a book. We won’t 
tackle 
it 
here, but look instead at just one narrow 
front. 
Americans who work abroad 
for their 
government too often do not try genuinely 
to understand the people and the country 
where they are living. They tend rather to 
import a little piece of the United States 
with them, to surround themselves with 
the material comforts of home, to join in 
colonies of their fellow countrymen who 
comprise slightly larger transported Amer­ 
icas. 
Some of this may bt done 
In 
all 
in­ 
nocence, by those who at the same 
time 
proles? earnest wishes to learn of the for­ 
eign land they live in. But we cannot es­ 
cape the fact that, whatever the intent, the 
effect upon our friends abroad is generally 
bad. 
The 
material 
commonplaces 
of 
our 
everyday way of life are more often than 
not luxuries to foreigners. They resent our 
lavish habits. They resent our keeping to 
ourselves in isolated colonies. They see it 
as a reflection upon them as not worth 
knowing. 
Perhaps some of this feeling is 
natural 
envy for our fortunate economic 
status. 
But it seems plain from the behavior of U. 
S. missions abroad that our workers do not 
make a really notable effort to understand 
foreigners in their own terms, 
to 
know 
them, appreciate their differences, learn to 
admire their good qualities. 
Isn t it time we got a different outlook?

Neuritis Is Problem To Treat, 
But It Can Often Be Relieved

An obviously discouraged correspondent 
a*k.s, "is neuritis as incurable as all other 
forms of rheumatism? Is physiotherapy as 
good a treatment for relief as any?” 
Reading between the lines one can as­ 
sume that the writer has suffered painful­ 
ly and long from an inflammation of the 
nerves called neuritis. Incidentally, it 
is 
somewhat better to call this neuritis than 
rheumatism since rheumatism is more of­ 
ten applied to aches and pains in the joints 
and muscles than it is to the nerve*. 
As to the question on physiotherapy, the 
auswei depend.* on the kind of neuritis, on 
Hie condition of the patient, on the kind of 
physiotherapy, and particularly on wheth­

WASHINGTON—Rotund Mike Di Salle,

Defense 
Lovett Di Salle was told that keeping 8,- 
500,000 men under arms, 
even 
without 
new equipment, w'ould

$25,000,000,000 a year. Therefore some fort 
of controls must be kept to guard against 
inflation. 
In the end, Di Salle informed Truman 
that it would be unfair to the Eisenhower 
administration to drop controls 
at 
this 
time. 
Note—The man w’ho urged ending con­ 
trols and who came within a hair’s breadth 
of putting his ideas across was soft-spoken, 
busybody John Stedman, assistant to the 
President. He figured that by dumping all 
controls, Mr. Truman would get off 
the 
hoop on granting the wage

John L. Lewis. In other words, Steelman 
wanted to kill the patient in order to cure 
an ailing finger. 


AIR FORCE ADVICE 


Secretary of the Air Force Finletter will 
recommend to Republicans as he bows out 
of office that more atomic bombs be rush­ 
ed to Europe in order to discourage Soviet 
aggression. 
In the Far East, however, he will give 
the opposite advice. He w'ill w'arn against 
using atomic weapons or taking any step 
that might spread the Korean war. 
For, 
while the atamic bomb can be used as a 
deterrent in 
Europe, 
Finletter 
feels 
it 
might touch off World War III if unleash­ 
ed without provocation in Asia. 
The somber Air Force boss, 
w’ho 
has 
done one of the best jobs in Washington, is 
prepaied to let down his hair 
and

bluntly to the Republican w’ho moves into 
his shoes. He will warn that the defense 
buciget cannot be trimmed another

for at least two years, that a 143-group 
Air Force does not allow enough reserve 
planes to care for losses, and that the best 
insurance against war with Russia is a 
powerful strategic bombing fleet, capable 
of pentrating to the heart of Russia.

Laming Events Cast Their Shadows Before 


Submarine In A Cow Pasture Is 
One Of 1952’s Atomic Miracles 


BY LEONARD RUPPERT 
WEST MILTON, N. Y.— (NEA) 
—Unless you’ve never seen one 
before, the sight of a submarine 
is not by itself unusual. 
Neither 
is the sight of a meadow. 
But 
when you put the two together, 
with the submarine in the mea­ 
dow, the effect is definitely start­ 
ling. 
That is exactly the sight that 
greets you on a farm here in up­ 
per New York State. 
There ar® 
no guards around right now. Yet 
even though this submarine will 
never go to sea. it is a valuable 
weapon in America's defense ar­ 
senal.

It wdll be powered by atomic 
energy. 
The submarine in the sow pas­ 
ture is also another historic mile­ 
stone in the atomic age. 
Just IO 
years ago (on Dec. 2. 1942), Dr. 
Enrico Fermi touched off the first 
self-sustained nuclear chain 
re­ 
action in a uranium-graphite pile 
et Stagg Field Stadium in Chi­ 
cago. 
Now', a decade later, on a 4000- 
acre site near Schenectady. 150 
miles from the ocean, the first 
atomic power plant for naval use 
is becoming a reality. 
It is the land-based prototype 
of SSN-575—Submarine, Nuclear, 
hull 
number 
575 — one of tw'O 
atomic subs now' being built foi 
the Navy and the Atomic Energy 
Commission. Actual development 
of the revolutionary pow’er plant 
that wdll drive the sub is being 
handled by General Electric.

The power plant is known offi­ 
cially as the 
Ship 
In term ed iate 
Reactor, or SIR. And it is whap­ 
ped in secrecy. 
The men working on it are ex­ 
tremely 
close - mouthed. 
They

that it w’ill result in a submarine 
that will be the fastest in the 
world, able to stay under water 
far longer than any known ves­ 
sel.

Additional and sometimes spe­ 
cialized training is required if they want 
to break into higher-pay teaching job*. 
When we

“higher-pay” 
teaching positions we must Qualify that 
with the statement that except al the 
administrative level there are few teach­ 
ers receiving what la usually sen ski ared 
high pay. 
This is the condition despite the shortage 
of teachers nationally. In the teaching pre­ 
tension low pay and teacher shortage* go 
hand in hand. 


NATIONAL OUTLOOK—The 
research 
division of the National Education Asso­ 
ciation has 
some 
interesting 
estimates 
compiled on the subject following a recent 
survey. 
“The shortage of teachers seems to be 
increasing more rapidly than it 
has 
for 
several recent years, especially 
in 
rural 
areas,” the NEA reports. 
“The enrollment in 
teacher-education 
institutions la i|pt gaining aa rapidly ae 
necessary to produce 
the 
number 
cf 
qualified teachers needed.” 
For a few years prior to 1930 (the post­ 
war years) there was a favorable outlook. 
Since 1950 the general trend has been un­ 
favorable. 
This is caused by the heavy demands for 
military forces, the variety of occupations 
offered in government service, and the at­ 
tractive rewards provided 
by 
industrial 
and business employment.

THE 
MICHIGAN 
PICTURE—Persons 
who train for teaching jobs do not always 
become teachers; and teachers often Quit 
their jobs to take private employment, for 
marriage, or other reasons. 
Michigans’ yearly need is 7,008

teachers. But teacher institutions in the 
state are only training about 4,800. And 
net all of those 4,800 teachcra-ln-traln- 
ing will enter the profession. 
Annually Michigan schools attract about 
1,300 teachers from other states; and each 
year some Michigan teachers leave to take 
jobs in other states. 
Last year tile number of teachers under 
special certificates (issued by the

“For a decade the advance of teachers’ 
salaries has not kept pace with the in­ 
creases of other occupation groups,” tbs 
NEA notes. 
“In 1939. for example, the aveiage sal­ 
ary of all employed persons in the United 
States w as 11 per cent less than the aver­ 
age salary of teachers.

GRAND MARAIS —In a letter to 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Otto 
Niemi, Col. Arvo N. Niemi, who 
is Signal Advisor to the

problem s 
confronting the people there. Col.

They write 
there is no scarcity of

prises cvoi the 
centuries. 
Pine­ 
apples and piracy sugar and sisal, 
rum-running 
and 
wrecking—all 
once thrived, only to decline, the 
National Geogiaphie 
Society 
serves. 
Lur ayins Exterm inated 
Spaniards, first 
Europeans 
claim the Bahamas, 
took 
their 
profits in the form of slaves. T h e y 
eventually exterminated the 
Lu- 
cayans, the natives who 
greeted 
Christopher 
Columbus 
when 
he 
landed on the Bahamas island of 
San Salvador in 1492 to discover a 
new world. 
In the 17th century the British, 
first 
colonizers 
of 
the 
islands, 
winked at their use as lairs from 
which swashbuckling pirates prey­ 
ed upon the Spanish treasure fleets 
bound for home with Inca riches. 
Two of the thousands of villainous 
freebooters who sailed out of Nas­ 
sau under the Skull 
and 
Cross- 
bones were Sir Henry Morgan and 
Edward Teach, or Blackbeard. 
Conversion and hanging eventu­ 
ally eradicated 
the piracy 
evil, 
whereupon 
the 
British 
became 
planters. Few Americans realize 
that one thriving Bahamian trade 
was in pineapples, carried to Bal­ 
timore in Chesapeake Bay sailing 
schooners and pungies. Hawaiian 
competition killed it. 
Ran Union Blockade 
Abolition of slavery ended agri­ 
cultural prosperity in the Baham­ 
as. but 
the 
inhabitants 
reaped 
riches running supplies to the Con­ 
federacy through the Union block­ 
ade. Similar wealth came to 
the 
islands during prohibition in 
the 
United States. 
Nowadays, former 
rum -runner 
captains may be deep-sea fishing 
guides. So teeming with gam e fish 
and exotic sep creatures are Ba­ 
hama waters 
that 
the 
National 
Geographic 
Society, 
in its 
new 
Book’ of 
Fishes, 
devotes 
ma iv 
pages 
to angling 
adventure 
off 
Bimini, game fishing center and 
home of the famed Lerner Marine 
Laboratory. 
Yachtsmen 
in 
ever-increasing 
numbers are finding the 
630-mile 
sweep of the Baham as 
between 
Florida and Hispaniola a cruising 
m an’s paradise of snug harbors, 
clear water caressed 
by 
warm 
winds, and remote cays where the 
chance thrust 
of a 
spade 
into 
golden sands might conceivably un­ 
cover a fabulous pirate treasure. 
Many yachtsmen have bought 
property in the islands, as individ­ 
uals or members of clubs. They 
may in time become the new col­ 
onists, men who will m ake of this 
former battleground of adventures 
a peaceful tropic heaven of vaca­ 
tion and retirem ent content.

During 1951 January sales tax 
collections totaled $17,133 compar­ 
ed to $28,411 in July. During 1952 
1he January sales tax figure was 
$16,947. just slightly 
more 
than 
half of the July collections of $30,- 
756. 
Cheboygan County in lower Mich­ 
igan, directly in the path of the 
northward tourist trek, has July 
sales tax collections which 
more 
than doubled the January totals. 
In 1952 the 
Cheboygan

collections were $19,190 comparea 
to $58,171 in July. 
In Saginaw County, not normally 
considered a vacation 
area, 
the 
July sales
